This is primarily because of certain 
develcsoearts since the s ubm i s si o n of this p ro po sa l and the Bureau of the 
Budget's decision that this proposed amendment S houl d be by the 

national Security Council. Accordingly, action on proposal will be 
delayed for a considerable time.
